PRIESTS OF THEIR CREED 


T. PETERSBURG, January !7,.—Con-

by the report from Manchuria that 
several priests of the old Russian faith 
who had voluntarily accompanied the 
troops to the field, in order to minister 
to soldiers of their creed, have been pre- 
vented by the mflitary authorities from

Private Car Lines Greatest Evil, Says 
New York Board. 
Washington, January !7.—A report from 
the New York board of trade and trans- 
portation, in opposition to the Quarles- 
Cooper bill for government railroad rate-

Religious Bodies Name Delegates To 
Influence Legislators. 
Raleigh, N. C., January 17.—(Special.) 
Before the judiciary committees of the 
legislature there appeared this evening 
special delegates appointed by all the 
chief religious denominations of she 
state advocating the repeal of present 
divorce laws and reenactment of the law 
existing ten years ago, which permitted 

divorce only for scriptual causes, 

Bishop Cheshire presented resolutions 
to this effect, adopted by the Episcogal 
diocese, covering three diocese councils, 
Presiding Elder urrentine, for the 
state Methodist conference; Dr. J. M. 
Rose, for the state Presbyterian synod, 
and J. W. Bailey, for the state Baptist 
association, presented figures showing 
the vast increase in divorces owing to 
lax laws of recent origin. 

No arguments were made in opposi- 
tion to the measure advocated, but com- 
mittees deferre. acticn on the bill be- 
fore them to a day not named. 

There has been great agitation by re- 
ligious bodies in this state for the past 
two years over the present divorce 


laws. and resolutions have been adopted 


by their conventions and by oongrega- 
tions demanding repeal. 

The repeal was advocated by Reftring 
Governor Aycock in his message to the 
present legislature and by Governor 
Glenn in his inaugural address last 
week, 

The present law allows divorces, in 
addition to Biblical causes, if the hus- 
band or wife abandon the other, leave 
the state or remain absent without 
communication or knowledge of where- 
abouts for two years, or if the husband 
abandons the wife and fails to furnish 
support for the family after the expira- 
tion of two years. 

The first law of this nature was pass- 
ed six years ago to fit a particular case 
of great hardship. Under This many 
persons secured divorce for abandon- 
ment, and each legislature since hag re- 
enacted the law in spite of strong oppo- 
Sition from the church.

GOING TO WEST 


Low Rates Carry Many 
Georgians Away--Rail- 
way Notes. 


Yesterday was another day in which 
homeseekers’ rates to the west were in 
effect, and as a consequence upward of 
a hundred Georgians left for the west. 
Most of the travel lately has been to- 


ward Texas, but yesterday a large ma- 
jority of the colonists’ tickets were to 
different portions of Indian Territory and 
Oklahoma. 

The first week in February there wil] 
be a meeting of the members of the 
Southeastern Passenger Association in 
Miami, and it is expected that this mat- 
ter of homeseekers’ rates to the west 
for two days in each month will be 
brought up for settlement, and if neces- 
sary some very drastic measures taken. 
All of the railroad men believe that this 
is one of the most important questions in 
the development of the south. 

All of the southeastern roadg have been 
bitterly opposed to the movement of 
Georgians and southerners to the west, 
away from their own territory. They 
Claim, however, that the trouble is due 
to certain of the big western systems 
putting in excessively low rates to west- 
ern points on two days in each month, 
and the southeastern lines have been 
compelled to meet competition to basic 
points. 

Whilé yesterday there were something 
less than a hundred Georgians left for 
the west, there thave been many move- 
ments during the past few months, and 
Particularly in December, that were 
many times ag large. All told, this 
means that thousands of Georgians have 
left their homes, having sold their farms 


stories told by enfigrant agents. 

Th:s matter has become so serious as 
to demand immediate action, and during 
the past week there have been several 
conferences on the matter between the 
highest officials of all the roads running 
into Atlanta. All are agreed that the 
tide of emigration must be stopped, and 
ways and meang are now being devised 
by these officials which will be exploited 
at the meeting of the conference commit- 
tee at Miami. 

It is stated that most of the trouble 
is made by agents of western land com- 
panies going up and down @ehe roads of 
7eorgia and other southern states mix- 
ing with the farmers and painting won- 
Gerful pictures of the wealth to be gain- 
ed in some fanciful Eldorado. In this 
Way they persuade them to sell their 
farms and their belongings. The result 
is that very often the Georgia farmer 
arrives in the west w‘th his family only 
to find the beautiful picture of the Jand 
agent a myth and wishing themselves 
well back again in the Empire State of 
the South. 

Railroad men claim that there is a 
law in Georgia which demands a license 
of $500 to make legal the work of an 
emigration agent. Of course, none of 
these western agents pay this amount, 
and it is quite probable that included in 
the action taken at Miami will be an 
agreement on the part of all the roads 
to report the presence of every such 
agent in this entire territory as soon as 
discovered, and prosecute him according 
to the law for practicing without a li- 
cense. 

At this same meeting methods for di-

ibe discussed, There is this great differ- 


lence between the agents of railroads in 


the southwest and southeast. The south- 
west works for immigration in territories 
where immigrants are needed for the de- 
velopment of the country. The roads of 
the southeast do nothing of this sort, 
and only solicit from the crowded cities 
which are glad to be relieved of the 
great congestion fn the Italian, Hun- 
garian and other alien quarters.

The wheat market had a weak under-| 
tone throughout the session. Initial quo- 
tations on May were off %sc to 2@ 5c at 
$1.15 to SI.

Scattered sell- 
ing by commission houses and pit traders 
were tbe immediate cause of the opening 
deciine. The chief factor responsible for 
the selling pressure was a break of almost 
a penny in the price of wheat at Liver- 
pool.
